say (hat the life of the present Ministry will depend upon 
how they tackle this pioblem No useful puipose will be 
served by puitmg foilh aiginments that the demand foi Im 
gmstic piovinces is made to disrupt India oi to partition 
md a into different States It is agreed on aU han(& that if 
democracy has to come to slay in India it is absolutely nec» 
sary that the Southern In<ha and the necessary parts of 
Noithem India should be reconstituted on the basis of Ian 
guage I would like to convey thiough you Sir to the

certain individual were not pohtical eases I beheve hwtoiy 
IS being twisted in not callmg a spade a spade The people 
m Telangana only wanted to safeguaid then legitimate 
nghts Whether eveiybody agiees with the method oi not 
none can deny the fact that it was only a pohtical strug^gle 
of the peasants of T elamgana When we are trying to effect 
an amicable settlement it behaves the Government it \^ill 

in keeping with the spuit of peace it will be ti keeping 
with the spuit of democracy and last but not the least it will 
be in keeping with the htang of all pohtical paities if a 
geneial amnesty is declaied fox the jpolitinal prisoners by the 
Govei nmeut f oi creating a pi opei political atmosphei e I hope 
that these woids of mine wl not fall on ears which aie not

Coming to the subject of projects and minoi migation 
woiks I have to say that many of the mmoi irr gabon works 
which have been taken up I'vat yeai could not be completed on 
the plea that theie were not enough funds I hope thot this 
yeai as the Goveinment of India have giuitedsuincient funds 
foi the execution of minoi ungation works a sinulai plea 
that they could not be completed for lack of sufficient funds 
would not be put foi ward before the p ople As I had pomted 
out some Of the hon Membeis on the Treasury Benches also 
have pomted out— the minor imgalions works ire veiy im 
noitant and I hope necessary steps would be taken b^the 
liovei nment to implement these sebrnra at the eai best while 
speak ng on this subject I must say a fow woids about the 
Nandikon^ Project This project is vitally necessary and 
has beai demand^ bv thepecmle both on this side of the border

will take necessaiy steps as pronused m tic leport to see

years by what they itrall be able to do in Marathwada and 
how they will be able to satisfy the desires of people theie 
peelings have bean expressed in this Souse both by Members 
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0 Uus side and the othei side tl at the Maiathwada leg on 
has been neglected by the Government I hope the gnevances 
T ut forth by us in this 1 egard will be loolred into and the need 
ful will be done in the coming years I would also hke to men 
tion heie Su tiiat the immensity of famine conditions pie 
lailmg in Telangana area and tdro pemaJly n Marathwada 
districts have been minimised by the Government Ceitain 
statements were made in this House which soi ^t to satisfy 
us about the conditions there The plight of the people m these 
areas the state of starvation that they aie passing through 
h need foi cheap giain shops theie the need for piov ding 
p opei work the need foi bunding — all these things— have 
been minmiised Only window diessing statemeirtB have been 
made before the House and the true situation has not yet been 
Ttalised ■%hen Membeis on side of the House wtented that 
they should be declared as famine aieas we were told that 
there was not much dffeience between scaicity aieas and 
famine areas Attempts aie bemg made to show that r°ally 
such a bad situation as has been pictuied does not exist 
Thousands of labourers in these aieas have no piopa woik 
and they are not given the work smtable foi them Peasants 
who have woiked on the land foi years are made to do metal 
woik to whidi they are not accustomed When in fict the 
needof the hour IS bunding the e peasants aie asked to bieak 
stones I trust that this aspect of the matter will be 
taken mto consideration Another matter which I wish to 
biing to notice of the Government is then callous atti 
tude towards ceitain tahiqas of Warangal district wheie the 
aboiiginals are eatum ceitain poisonous leots as they have 
not got sufficient f oo^ ams I urge upon Ihe Govei nment to 
pay necessaiy atUmtion to this mattei which is an import 
ant one as lakhs of people are mvolved m it 

Comuig to the problem of unemployment Sir I have to 
pomt out that the unfortunate Uneinpbyment Enquiry Com 
mittee whJich was appomted by this House could do probably 
nothmg m the matter except to meet twice or thnce This 
Committee cannot solve this problem and suggestions that are 
made by such a Committee also cannot solve the problem of

Enqu ly Committee and that it will ^ the needful Plane 
on paper cmnot solv the piobleni It w one of uov diip 
hi ead md as such cannot be solved by a Committee Govern 
meiit shall have to malce serious efloita to see ttiat m the 
flist place there is no retreliichment eilhei m Induatnes or 
in the Government Deportm nta This a a vital pioblcn and 
mu t he dealt with immediately The pln^ht of unemployed 
in the Gibes and i|n the villages must be boiine m mmd and 
proper methods have to be evolved to provide these people 
with employment I hope Government will take necessary 
■jteps m this d reebon Spemally in the City of Hydeiabad 
this piohlem has taken mch «tsi ous turn that in the Mulk 
novement people were piepaied to face bullets and wanted 
to ventilate their grievances to the Government Let the 
Government realise the senousness of the iproblem and I hope 


Coming to the subject of Community Projects it has been 
piomiaed that one block will be given to Marathwada In 
fact I have got my own misgivings about these conmmmty 
projects b enuae I fed— as I expressed previously before the 
House— that a mere technical derrelopment of the areas can
